Application, particularly in view of the above Amendment and the following remarks. 
No additional fee is required for this Amendment as the niraiber of independent 
claims is not more than three, and the total niunber of claims has not changed. 

Amendment to the Specification 

The title has been amended in response to the objection, and the term 
djovoi has been explained. 

Amendment to the Claims 
Claim 1 has been amended to include limitations of dependent Claims 
17 and 18, which the Office Action indicates is allowable. Claims 8 and 9 have been 
canceled as redundant in view of amended Claim 1. Claims 17 and 18 have been 
amended to depend from Claim 19. Claim 19, also indicated as allowable, has been 
amended into independent form. New Claims 23 and 24 have been added, and find 
support in Claims 2 and 3. All claims have been amended to remove reference 
numerals and to clarify the terminology identified by the Office Action. No new 
matter has been added to the claims by this Amendment. 
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Claim Objections 
The objections to Claims 1-22 are believed to be rendered moot by the 
above Amendment.

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S-C. §102 
The rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by Murakami et 
al., Tsukamoto, Hays et al., Kuehnle, and/or Doutney are rendered moot by the above 
Amendment. Claim 1 has been amended to include limitations of dependent Claims 
17 and 18, which the Office Action indicates is allowable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §103 

The rejections of Claims 6-8, 15, and 16 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Murakami et al., in view of Hays et aL, are respectfully 
traversed. These claims depend from Claim 1, which has been amended to include 
limitations of dependent Claims 17 and 18, which the Office Action indicates is 
allowable. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank the Examiner for his time and efforts in determining 



Claims 9-13, 18, and 19 contain allowable subject matter. Claim 1 has been amended 
to include limitations of Claims 17 and 18, and Claim 19 has been amended into 
independent form.
